The growth 
«f the Christian con. 


science has given the church its duty 
of leadership to prevent war. Dr. H. 
E. Peabody. pastor of First Congre- 
gational church, said In his sermon 
on "Tho New Conscience Concerning 
war" preached In his church on Sun- 
day. Dr. Peabody said war is suicid- 
al, and. from the point of view of co- 
operating nations, it is unnecessary 
and wrong. The minister said he is 
not an unconditional pacifist, believ- 
ing in minimum, defenses and pre- 
paredness needed for our country, yet 
holding: that the greatest assurance 
of security lies in the Christian con- 
science and the 
cooperation 
of na 
tions. 


His sermon, in part, follows: 
"The new conocience concerning war 
Is our subject. 
It might have been 


more accurate to say. The growth of 
conscience concerning war, because 
the conscience of Christendom grows 
through the years and tho centuries. 
It comes to include new things, and 
wider areas of conduct. For example, 
during the last three or four centuries 
we have gradually come to count cer- 
tain practices wrong, which before, 
practically 
everybody, 
even 
the 


church, approved or condoned. Some 
of 'these things-were' torturing wit- 
nesses in court to make them tell the 
truth, burning witches, duelling, and 
th© coercion of tho 
individual con- 


science in religion: and 
in recent 
years human slavery and the legal 
inferiority of women. All those evils 
have been swept away, against the 
protests of sincere conservatives who 
have said, "Oh those things belong 
.to human nature. It is visionary and 
useless to try to abolish them. They 
have always been and always will be. 
till men become saints In the millen- 
nium." 


"Yet they have ,gone or are' going. 


And a score of other evils that we 
now tolerate or do not even recognize 
as evils will be swept away, before 
the kingdom of God will fully come 
on the earth. 
• 


NEW VISIONS OF TRUTH 
" Xew visions of truth, liberty and 
salvation keep rising to our con- 
science, as the 
constellations 
rise 


above the eastern horizon at evening. 
And one great truth, bright and clear 
Arcturua, which Christian men 'are 
beginning to see now, is that War is 
unnecessary and Is wrong. 


"The church of God. as a giant 


awakening from, sleep, is rising and 
speaking1 out its new conviction. The 
Presbyterian assembly. - representing 
•over a million cHurch members, offi- 
cially declared last May:' 
' "This assembly 
pledges Itself to 


outlaw war. 
The church refuses to 


believe that wholesale slaughter of 
human beings on the battle field is 
morally any more necessary to man's 
highest development than is killing 
by the Individual."

dists In America, At their recent 
general conference 
in Springfield. 


Mass, this sentiment was voiced: 
'war's continuance is the suicide - of 
civilization. Secret diplomacy and po- 
litical .partisanship 
must not 'draw 


men into the dilemma of deciding be- 
tween support of country and loyalty 
to Christ. 
"We hold the 
cause of 


peace dearer than party allegiance. 
and we shall tolerate no dilatory br 
evasive attitudes on the part of those

It is hon- 
estly ashamed that it had no guiding

the last war. But it is rising In the 
name of Christ to prevent the next 
one. 
You would deem it a reproach, 


if it did not so rise. I therefore ad- 
jure you to give earnest heed to the 
moral leadership of the church in the 
coming months and years in

great cause. 


"And 
now. as one critical step In 
that leadership, the Church recom- 
mends a candid reconsideration 
of 


war. of the whole war system, by th'e 
Christian conscience. It recommends 
it now especially because the interna- 
tional situation toi3ay 
is 
different 


from that of former years in two re- 
spects. First war has become suicid- 
al. Second, the Christian conscience 
now sees that, from the point of view 
of cooperating nations, war is

Raising Carp For Market 


Is Profitable Business 


Although not a native fish, the carp 


have become so abundant in tho wa- 
ters of Fox river and Green Bay that 
growing and selling them has become 
a profitable industry. The carp pond 
at Big Suamico. started a few years 
ago, has increased In size until now it 
is a veritable- lake, containing approx- 
imately 200,000 pounds of carp, 
'ine 


pond Is an artificial stream dredged 
across an elbow in the Suamico river 
and is supplied with water by that 
river on both ends. The carp original- 
ly were caught in the bay by fisher- 
men and placed in the pond to breed 
and grow. At present it is filled -to 
capacity and plans are being made to 
enlarge it. 


SHIPI*ED ALIVE

RELIEF FOR THE FARMER 


The outlook for the farmer is much 


brighter. 
"Within a few months .the dis- 


parity prices received by the farmer for 
his products and the prices h pays for 
•what he buys vdll be wiped out. The 
change will be brought about not by le- 
gislation, but by regular operation of the 
economic laws which regulate business. 
Crops will be small this year. The total 
of saleable products, including those of 
this year and those in the remaining vis- 
ible supply, will be comparatively small. 
The market for farm products will be 
lareer. as not only will the American de- 
mand be up to the usual mark, but the 
better humor and confidence prevailing 
abroad will create a demand from Eu- 
rope. There will be larger and stronger 
demand. 


The combination of a wider and more 


vigorous demand and a diminished supply 
points to higher prices for farm products. 
Speaking practically, the farmer has reg- 
ulated his supply, through decreased pro- 
duction, with the result that the demand 
probably will exceed the supply, this rais- 
ing prices. Bight now a cost and price 
revision is under way in industry. Man- 
ufacturers are cutting down their oper- 
ating costs, in order to lower their pric- 
es. 
This development will help the 


farmer immensely. He will receive more 
for his products and will pay less for 
what he buys. The development also 
•will help business, as the farmer again 
will become a spirited customer. 


Commerce is never normal, never satis- 


factory, unless all of its branches are 
prosperous. Prosperity must prevail on 
the farm, in the mines and forest, in in- 
dustry, in jobbing, in retailing, for la- 
bor in finance. All of these branches are 
dependent on one another. Prosperity 
runs in a large circle, each branch of 
commerce aiding the other. 
Prosperity 


cannot evist long in manufacture or trade 
with dullness and dissatisfaction reigning 
on the farm. Nor can prosperity long en- 
dure long on the farm with manufacture 
and trade unsettled. 


It is a mistake to think that business 


and agriculture are rivals. They are de- 
pendent on each other. The interests of 
labor are the same as those of manufac- 
ture and agriculture, as labor's employ- 
ment results from industrial and mercan- 
tile activity. 
Industry, trade and labor 


may find as much satisfaction as agricul- 
ture in the more promising outlook on the 
farm.

In a number o' receul talks Uearing on the evil 


habit of dosing babies with medicine on suspicion, 
as it were, we have tried to emphasize one import- 
ant, if unpopular fact, namely, that the Impulse to 
inflict upon the baby the first do*e of medicine or 
any of the* subsequent doees generally arises from 
the mother's lack of knowledge of the care of the 
baby—a form of Ignorance- -which » cultivated in 
most common schools. There was a rumor floating 
around in the newspaper* recently that a class of 
college girls In Minnesota—where education Is ep- 
idemic—had a baby and members of the class were 
taking turns caring for the babyjunder direction of 
an expert. This sort of thing was news because « 
seemed so novel and unusual for young women to 
learn anything about the intelligent care of an In- 
fant in school. Our schools aje funny when you 
come to consider how they *tall along without 
teaching anything human. 
The usual cause of constipation In, Infants is in- 


adequate food, and the sensible way to prevent or 
remedy the truoble is by seeing to it that the infant 
shall receive adequate food, not physic. This calls 
for the exercise of a little intelligence and pains to 
select and prepare the food if the infant is artificial- 
ly fed- indolent parents prefer to rely on castor on. 
\ breast fed infant ordinarily has two or three 


movements daily. A bottle baby ordinarily has but 
one movement daily, and sometimes skips a day. 
Even this one movement, in the first few months or 
artificial feeding. Is generally small and dry. ana 
the mother must learn to resist that evil Impulse 
to ply the baby with physic. 
The bowel function 


will be helped or stimulated to better purpose by 
the gradual increase in the strength of the milK 
modification and the gradual additions made to the 
babv's diet in the course of a few months. 
The 


mother should be assured that, contrary to the 
neighbors' morbid notions and the mischievous sug- 
gestions of the unprofessional nurse, simple costive- 
ness in a baby is not a sufficient excuse for dosing 
without medical advice. Costlveness does not lead 
to anay serious Illness. At the worst it Is the less 
of two evils, when the alternative is physic, sup- 
pository or enema. 
Costiveness in the nursing Infant Is usually due to 


inadequate food, too. The mother probably needs 
more open air exercise. The mother probably needs 
more fresh fruit and more fresh vegetables and 
-r-een salads or relishes In her diet. The nursing 
mother should deny herself no article of diet which 
is ordniarlly considered wholesome to eat. She must 
learn to laugh at the superstitions of the unedu- 
cated about this. Too often is the nursing mother s 
diet injudiciously restricted at the suggestion of 
some incompetent adviser and to the detriment or 
the baby.

Carburetor Troubles and How to Prevent 


[Them 


The modern automobile is practically trouble proof and will rarely 


give any trouble at all if it is given a little care and attention at the 
proper time. 
Most automobile owners drive ap to the filling station and trust 


to the strainers on the filling station pump to prevent any water 
or dirt entering the gasoline tank. It 'is almost impossible, how- 
ever, to prevent a certain amount of dirt and water getting into the 
tank, even although the gasoline is carefully strained. The car manu- 
facturers recognize this, and provide drain plugs and strainers at 
various points to trap the sediment and prevent it reaching the car- 
buretor where it can cause lots of trouble. Even with these precau- 
tions, however, it is a fact that water and grit do sometimes get 
through these screens and cause trouble. 
If you are unlucky enough to get some water in the carburetor, 


your experience will be something like this—You may be driving 
along the road when all at once your engine will stop firing for a 
few seconds then suddenly start again, and at the same moment you' 
may hear a violent explosion in the muffler. 
You stop and look 


around but apparently find nothing wrong and start oft, when the 
same thing happens again, or the engine may stop altogether. Now 
if you ever do have this experience, you can blame no one but your- 
self, for this kind of trouble can he avoided very easuy by cleaning- 
and draining out the gasoline system three or four times a year. 


If grit or dirt gets into the gasoline, it may put the vacuum tank 


out of order or cause trouble in the carburetor. Suppose you are 
driving along the road, then all at once the engine starts to misfire 
and you hear the carburetor popping back. The trouble may be due 
to a small particle of grit in the jet of the carburetor. If a piece 
of grit the size of a pin head gets into the jet it will block it up 
completely and cause the engine to stop altogether. 


I have given you just a few of the troubles you may have if yon 


do not clean out the gasoline system now and again. It is not a 
difficult operation, and should not take more than half an hour ori 
the average car. 


Start at the gasoline tanlc. First, 


remove the filler cap and examine 
the hole in it. If this gets blocked 
up, a vacuum will be created as 
the gasolins is drawn out of the 
tank and it will be impossible to 
draw any gasoline out of the tank 
even although it is half full of gaso- 
line. Make sure therefore, that the 
hole is clear. 
U 


Next take out the drain plug or 


open up the sediment trap at the 
bottom of the tank and draw off 
about half a pint of gasoline. This 
will remove any sediment or water 
that may have collected at this 


P°The Vacuum Tank is tht next part to attend to. First open the 
drain cock or screw out the drain plug at the bottom of the tank and 
draw off about half a pint of gasoline. Now, trace the pipe leading 
from the tank at the rear to the 
top of the vacuum tank Unscrew 
the connection here and discon- 
nect the pipe from the vacuum 
tank. Now, unscrew* the fitting 
in the vacuum tank to which the 
pipe was attached and you will find 
a strainer. 
See that it is clear. 


When 
you 
have 
replaced 
the 


strainer and gasoline pipe, tes_t to 
see that all connections are tight. 


Now we come to the carburetor. 
BE CAREFUL. Whatever you do, 
DO NOT-alter' any adjustments 
until you thoroughly understand 
what you are doing. Most carbu- 
retors have a strainer where the 
gasoline enters the carburetor. If

-there is one fitted on the carburetor to your engine, take it out and 
'see that it is clear. 


Just a word about connections. 
When replacing any connection, 


be very careful to see that yo* do not cross thread it or draw it up 
too tight, or it will leak. If you find the connection is difficult to 
turn after you have screwed it up once or twice, unscrew and make 
certain that the threads are not crossed. 


If you have cleaned out the gasoline system as described, the 


gasoline will flow through to the carburetor freely and everything is 


( now ready to adjust and tune up the carburetor itself. This opera- 
tion will be described in detail next week.

that the cover fits" tightly and has 
a large enough knob on top to en- 
able you to get a firm hold without j 
danger of burns.

For everyday use I like the casse- 


role made of a vitrified product with 
a ducky, clubby handle on one side 
of the dish and a substantial knob 
on the cover. 
These are light to 


handle and as easy to wash as glass 
and much less expensive. They are- 
attractive in the plain, sturdy fash- 
Ion and add to the homlness of the 
dinner table. 


A reasonable amount of 
thought 


Bhould be used in tho handling of 
casseroles. They should not be sub- 
jected to too 
great 
and 
sudden 


•changes of temperature. 
For 
In- 


stance, when'removing a 
casserole 


from the oven it's hardly advisable 
i to put it in a cold sink to cool. Nor 
Bhould it be placed directly over a 
vgas flame to quickly melt fat 
or 


butter. 


There Is nothing new about cas- 


eerole cookery, but the' variety of 
foods that can be cooked this way 
grows all the time wit hexperiment. 
The old-fashioned bean pot Is noth- 
ing more nor less than a, form of 
casserole. 


The joy of having a vegetable in 


Ite sauce or a meat in Its gravy all 
ready to serve means so much at 
the last minute of "taking up" when 
preparing a meal that this simple 
expedient is well worth while. 


If you would serve creamed onions 


with your coast, cook them in a glass 


.. casserole that goes straight from tne 


oven to the table. 


ONIONS EN CASSEROLE 


Sixteen small 
silver-skinned 
on 


Ions, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 table- 
epoong flour, %, teaspoon salt, 1% 
"\. cups milk, >/i teaspoon pepper. 


Peel onions under cold water. Drop 


In boiling water and boll 15 minutes. 
Drain and put in a well-buttered 
casserole, Melt butter, stir in flour, 
slowly add milk, stirring constantly, 
season with salt and pepper and cook 


• until thick and smooth. Pour over 


onions, cover and bake 30 to 45 min 
utes in a moderate oven. 


You will like this dish better than 


the creamed onions cooked over, the 
fire and "you will like serving them 
without making the sauce at the last 
minute. 
BOUND STEAK EN CASSEROLE 


Trim steak and cut in pieces for 
serving. Roll in flour seasoned with 
*alt and pepper. Fry brown in hot 
fat. first on one side and then on 
the other. 
Remove to casserole. 


Make a brown gravy in the pan in 
which the steak was browned. Pour 
gravy over meat and cook in a mod 
crate oven for 45 minutes. 
To make a brown gravy—Add one 


tablespoon flour to one tablespoon 
fat Stir and cook until flour browns. 
Then slwly add one cup water, stir 
ing constantly and cook until thick 
and smooth. If more gravy is need 
ed increase the amount of ingredients 
proportionately.
